1700  fret  long,  with  ample  facilities  for  the 
leading  and  disc  barging  of  jp-ssels.

K.jvr  cities  ""can  boast  m}  scenery  x*  piet ar- 
esqiie  aa  that  surrounding  Auckland.  It  has  a 
narrow  lathmns.  separating' the  »..■**  that  wash 
the  eaat  and  west  shores  of  the  island.  The 
laixlsrwpe  t*  dotted  over  with  volcanic  rones, 
merneutoe*  of  the  lays  wh«n  subterranean  Are* 
pouted  forth  a  devastating  and  destructive 
dciitg*  of  molten  matter.  There  is  a  beaut  if  uj 
view  of  the  surroundings  to  be  obtained  fr<gu 
th«  summit  of  Mi.  Eden— M>e  blending  of  land 
mod  water,  of  hill  and  dale;  of  fertile  undulat¬ 
ing  low  lamia  and  •ombre  htdtfld*.  Mount  Eden 
Is  an  eitln.it  Tblcano,  orcttianglng  the  city  at

In  one  lava  foek  we  found  im¬ 
bedded  a  few  shells,  quite  bleached  and  giving

After  viewing  the  beautiful  acd  grand  In  na¬ 
ture  toour  heart  a  conlent^we  descend  to  our  car¬ 
riers  and  are  soon  bowling  along  over  a  good 
hard  rbad  toward#  Onchistga,  a  small  but  pret¬ 
ty  village  a  few  mile*  frorA  live  city  The  open 
strips  of  pasture  Uml  ami  padtiuck.  dotted  w  ith 
quiet  horn*  *  ami  tree*  grjsn  w.lb  foliage  mu 
now  iu  whiter,  are  pi*  iqyvsquc  in  appearance 
aud  striking  lu  their  serene  rtistirlty  of  dress. 


bay,  but  seeing  some  native*  on  the  west  aide 
with  whom  I  wished  to  »p~k,  I  ordered  the 
yawl  to  carry  us  over. 

••When  we  came  near  the  nlace  where  the 
people  were  ae*emblcl  they  all  ran  away.  How- 
•r*r  we  landed.  Leaving  our  yawl  In  charge  of 
some  boy*,  we  want  *».*<•  two  or  three  hundred 
sards  from  the  waterside,  when  we  saw 
men  armed  with  long  lane  os  ruahiog  up  U>  at¬ 
tack  those  left  In  charge  of  tha  yawl.  We  fired 
a  musket  over  their  beads.  At  this  they  stop¬ 
ped  sod  looked  tniusil,  but  Id  a  few  minutes 
resumed  ttic  pursuit,  brundlshio*  their  lances 
in  a  threatening  manner.  A  second  shot  wss 
fired  over  their  head#  of  which  they  took  no  no¬ 
tice.  bat  one  of  them  lifting  up  bU  spear  to  dart 
It  at  the  yaw),  another  piece  was  fired,  which 
shot  him  dead.  The  others  stood  *•  if  petrified 
with  astonishment.  A*  soon  a*  they  recovered 
thev  fled  sway." 

The  account  which  the  natives  give  of  their 
Impress  Iona  of  Cook's  srrfvai  is  recorded.  They 
took  the  ship  st  first  for  •  glgadtk  bird  sad 
were  struck  with  the  beauty  aud  alxe  of  Ha 
•  mgs.  as  they  supposed  the  sails  to  bo.  But  on 
seeiug  a  smaller  bird,  unfledged,  descending  In¬ 
to  the  water,  and  s  number  of  parti  colored  be¬ 
ings.  apparently  In  human  shape,  the  bird  was 
regarded  as  a  houseful  of  divinities.  The  sud¬ 
den  death  of  their  chief  for  such  it  proved  to 
b.  i  was  regarded  as  a  thunderstroke  of  these 
oew  gods.  To  revenge  tbemselvrs  was  their 
dearest  wish,  but  how  u.  accomplish  H  with  dl- 
tiuiUcs  Who  could  kill  them  at  a  distance  was 
difficult  to  determine." 

U  1*  little  to  be  woudered  at  that  after  the  un 
fortunate  occurrence  related  above  farther  in¬ 
tercourse  with  the  natives  at  IhU  point  should 
become  Impossible.  80  on  the  lltb  of  October, 
178U,  t  ook  weighed  anchor  and  left  "this  inhos¬ 
pitable  place,"  as  he  called  It,  and  on  which  be 
bestowed  the  name  of  "Poverty  Bay,"  o.‘  It  did 
not  afford  a  single  srticle  they  wanted  except  a 
little  fire- wood.  The  name  does  not  slguify, 
however,  as  some  of  the  best  tillable  landa  in 
the  DOrth  island  are  fouud  about  this  place. 
The  scenery  is  bold  aud  mountainous,  snow-. 
*<-ap|>ed  peaks  belqg  risible  iu  the  distance.  The 
place  affords  no  harbor  for  vessels.  Our  steam¬ 
er  lay  out  lu  the  bay  and  passenger*  sud  freight 
were  landed  In  small  boats. 
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!  After  tarrying  a  few  hours  wc  steam  away  for 

INapelr  and  arrive  at  daybreak  the  nsxt  day. 
The  hsil kit  is  poor  and  all  that  makes  the  town 
of  tmporan*  e  Is  '  hat  it  Is  a  feeder  to  the  hack 
country.  The  government  of  New  Zealand 
!  bave  a  railroad  here  extending  back  luto  and 
opening  some  sixty  square  miles  of  country.  I 
I  am  told  it  does  uot  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost 
I  ut  iu  locomotives.  The  town  is  a  pretty  little 
place,  built  at  the  foot  of  a  high  promontory  that 
exteuds  some  distance  Into  the  bay.  It  has 
some  1U.0UU  inhabitants  and  the  largest  hotel  iu 
the  country,  being  something  of  a  watering 
place  for  summer  visitors.  In  netir  proximity 
to  the  town  U  a  low,  fiat,  rich  plain  of  tulles  up¬ 
on  miles  in  exteut  wblch  terminates  at  the  foot 
of  the  Ruiibine  range  of  mountains.  The  tops 
of  these  mountain*  arc  perpetually  covered  with 
snow  aud  present  to  the  traveler  a  beautiful 
sight  as  the  rising  sou  is  first  seen  tinting  them 
with  its  golden  rays. 

The  next  dav  we  arrive  at  Wellington  wJjCrc 
we  are  to  *p.pd*a  few  days  before  taking  Up  oar 
journey  again. 

The  city  of  Wellington  it  built  on  the  ahores 
of  Lambton  Harbor.  There  are  several  well

soft  on  a  warm  day.  The  paths  arc  agrevably 
shaded  bv  foliage  which  affords.*  shelter  to  the 
ringing  birds.  The  green  slopes  with  their  grad¬ 
ual  descent  present  agreed  Intermingling  of  the 
wild  aDd  beautiful  in  a  comparatively  small 
commua  The  rich  garlaadrv  of  leaves, 
wreathed  With  creeping  tendrils  and  white  and 
purple  flowers,  make  a  spot  which  the  poet 
heart  would  select  for  a  meditative  walk,  stir- 
rreinded  a*  it  i«  by  all  that  Is  beautiful  In  na¬ 
ture.  The  following  lines  clipped  from  the  .Vew

Oar  stay  at  Auckland  baring;  come  to  an  end 
we  took  passage  on  steamer  'Rotorua"  for 
Wellington,  the  capital  of  New  Zealand,  tbe 
steamer  calling  at  several  porta  on  the  way.  At 
oar  first  pert  d  call,  dUbqrne,  we  arrived 
about  noon  This  Is  a  small  place  of  tome  lm- 
portanee  and  Is  located  at  the  head  of  Poverty 
Bay— eo  called  by  CapL  Cook,  the  explorer  who 
first  set  foot  oo  the  Island  at  this  pbtuir  and 
Cduld  not  make  arrangements  with  the  natives 
forjymyiatonfr, _  fbe  * v^uputance*  of  'his  land¬ 
ing  ware  unfortunate,  "We  landed,”  be  says, 
I  of  the  ship,  oo  the  east  tide  of  tho 


and  for  the  fare  of  threepence  (alx  cents)  the 
traveler  or  business  mao  Is  conveyed  tbe  dis¬ 
tance  of  shout  two  miles. 

As  Wellington  is  the  capital  ol  the  Colonial 
Government  tbe  chief  public  buildings  are 
erected  here.  That  kuown  as  the  "  Govern¬ 
ment  offices"  I#  said  to  be  the  largest  wooden 
edifice  in  the  woriff.  Though  by  t»o  means  an 
architectural  ornament  to  tbe  city,  it  is  an  im¬ 
posing  structure.  Government  House,  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  Governor  of  the  colony,  la  a  hand¬ 
some  building,  surrounded  by  fine,  well  kept 
grounds,  and  the  Houses  of  Parliament  are  well 
worthy  of  luspectlon.  The  Governor's  house  I* 
built  where  no  good  view  of  ,the  city  and  bay 
can  be  had— a  great  mistake,  as  the  city  proper 
Is  built  upon  •  side  hill  and  beautifully  terraced. 
The  front  door  of  tbe  house  at  which  I  am  slop¬ 
ing  looks  down  upoo  the  roof  of  the  one  on  the 
terrace  below  1L  Froth  the  upper  terrace  a 
grand  view  Is  had  of  the  whole  city  and  bay 
and  be>  and  to  the  lofty  hills  of  Mount  Tare- 

During  my  visit  Parliament  was  in  session 
and  I  was  favored  with  a  ticket  of  admission  to 
the  floor  of  the  House.  'The  room  in  which  the 
House  bolds  its  session*  Is  Dearly  square,  with 
galleries  ou  all  sides, one  gallery  only  being  open 
to  the  public,  the  balance  for  the  press,  the 
ladies,  and  diplomatic  attendants.  Tha  light 
is  from  some  hundred  or  more  gas  jets  secreted 
in  the  dome  and  giving  a  very  mellow  and  fine 
light.  For  sise  and  decorations  the  room  wlU 
not  compare  with  some  of  our  Bute  Legislative 
Halls  at  home. 

In  tbe  House  of  Lords  are  men  who  through 
the  influence  of  large  slims  of  money  and  their 
immense  wealth  have  life  appointments,  who 
are  no  more  fitted  for  tbe  position  of  trust  and 
responsibility  imposed  upon  them  than  many  a 
school-boy  of  a  doaen  summers.  Oue  man  es¬ 
pecially  was  pointed  oat  to  me, who, possessed  of 
untold  wealth, had  received  tbe  appointment  to 
the  House  of  Lords  He  w  as  never  known  to 
make  a  speech,  offer  a  resolution  or  do  anything 
but  vote  ;  and  the  look  upon  bis  face  was  truly 
idiotic.  I  heard  quite  a  number  of  members  try 
to  sav  something  but  during  al|the  time  I  spent 
in  the  House  I  did  not  liear  oae  good  speech  or 
a  particle  of  good  common  sense — nothing  but 
jobbery  and  selfish  disposition,  of  public  funds 
to  farther  tbelr  own  or  their  constituents’  in¬ 
terests.  Just  here  a  few  figures  may  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  show  bow  badly  governed  a  small  but 
truly  wealthy  country  In  its  natural  recources, 
may  be  : 

Inhabitants,  500,000,  public  debt,  £35,000,- 
000,  or  about  $125,000,006  ;  number  of  govern¬ 
ment  officials  under  salaries,  10,000,  or  1  to 
every  50  of  the  inhabitants,  men  women  and 
children  ;  government  saUr+ea,  £3,500,000  ;  sub¬ 
aid  lea,  grants,  etc.,  £1,500,000  ;  Interest  oo 
debt,  £1,300,000. 

The  Colonial  Museum  Is  a  fine  building  and 
contains  a  fine  collection  of  exhtbtta,  the  moat 
noteworthy  being  a  wonderfully  carved  Maori 
bouse  and  part  of  the  skeleton  of  ths  “moa," 
an  extin ot  specleri  of  bird,  of  enormous  propor¬ 
tions,  staodin^rirhen  alive  over  12  feet  high.  In 
tbe  Canterbury  museum,  I  am  told,  a  complete 
skeleton  is  cm  exhibition. 

Having  spent  a  very  pleaaant  week  vletUqg 
with  Meads  ej,d  seeing  the  sights  of  the  ojty 
we  are  ioth  to  say  good  by  and  we  cherish  the 
hope  of  some  day  being  able  to  pay  another 
visit  to  this  place.  Under  these  circumstance* 
we  may  exclaim  as  the  steamer  move*  away 
from  the  shore. -“Fhrewell,  but  not  tor  ever."
